A horseman by tho iiiiino of Fnul, 1'idinK 
toward this city, I'.ad been thrown from 
the siuldic. Thu horse had dropped under 
a Hush from the sky, which lit the same 
time vras so bright, it blinded tho rider for 
many day*, and, 1 think, so permanently 
injured his eyesight that this defect oC 
vision became tlie thorn in the flesh ho 
afterwards speaks of. 
Ho started for 


.Damascus to butcher Christians, but after 
that hard fall from his horso he was a 
changed man and 
preached Christ In 


Damascus till tho city was shaken to its 
foundation. 


The mayor Rives authority for his arrest, 


and the popular cry is: "Kill him! Kill 
him I" The city is surrounded by a high 
iviill, ,111,1 tlie gates are watched by the po- 
lice iesc tho Cilician 
preacher escape.
